"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  March  18,  1939,  contains  the  following 
dispatch  from  the  Societe  Cotonniere  d'Egypte,  of  Alexandria,  dated 
March  9: 

"It  is  generally  thought  that  there  is  to  be  an  average  reduction 
of  about  5  percent  of  the  acreage  given  to  cotton  this  year.    Meanwhile , 
weather  conditions  have  improved  only  during  the  last  day  or  two,  and 
have  really  been  bad  for  some  time  and  will  be  the  cause  of  a  poor  start 
to  the  crop,  especially  in  Lower  Egypt.    Exceptionally  favourable  conditions 
will  be  needed  in  Delta  districts  from  now  on.    PI .m ting  is  overdue  in 
large  sections  of  the  country,  and  a  fair  amount  of  resov.ing  will  also  be 
necessary.  >»
